1. On 28 Cetober 1950, the day on which Tito was scheduled to deliver a speech 
at the third anti-Fascist Women's Congress in Zagreb, Yugoslav Security Forces 
allegedly discovered an indeterminate number of mauthorized Yugoslav military 
planes ready for flight at a field near Bregana, northweat of Zagreb. As a 
result of the discovery, a group of Yugoslav Army officers were arrested, and 
charged with plotting against the life of Tito and attempting to flee the 


country. 
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
